Iraq claimed the pilot 
mistook the Frigate for an Iranian 

• warship. The timing of Friday’s 
announcement indicated that the 
Stark and its escorts were already 

u* safely out of the Gulf and into the 
Arabian Sea.

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Israel approves plan 

to pump West Bank 
water to settlements 


TEL AVIV (Agencies) — Israeli Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin has approved a 
controversial plan to tap a major new water 
supply in the occupied West Bank, despite 
strong opposition from Palestinian leaders, 
military sources said Friday. 


The sources, quoted by Reu- 
ter, said Mr. Rabin had autho- 
rised drilling at a site near Hero- 
dion, south-east of Bethlehem, 
on a well due to pump 18 million 
cubic metres of water a year, 
intended mostly to supply Jewish 
settlements in the West Bank. 

The mayor of Bethlehem, Elias 
Freij, has asked foe United States 
to use its influence with Israel to 
try to stop the scheme, which he 
points out will deprive Arab vil- 
lages on the edge of foe desert of 
vital water sources. 

Officials at the U.S. consulate 
in Jerusalem said they were 
studying foe project and com- 


mented that the issue of West 
Bank water rights had long been 
of high-level concern to foe Un- 
-ited States. 

“We’re obviously going to be 
very interested in water use and 
foe right of Palestinians to have 
enough access to and control over 
water to be able to plan, expand 
as need be and run their 
businesses and farms,” a U.S. 
official said. 

He would not say whether the 
United States had expressed con- 
cern to Israel over the plan.

AMMIQ, Lebanon (Agencies) — 
Israeli warplanes carried out 
bambipg raids in Lebanon's .Be- 
kaa V alley tin Friday and woimd- 1: 
ed 13 people in a five-minute blitz 
on a pro-Syrian militia base, wit- 


The raid was the 18th on Leba- 
non this year, and so far 54 
people have been killed and 219 
wounded. 

The witnesses quoted by Reu- 
ters, said four jets fired 15 mis- 
siles at Syrian Social National 
Party (SSNP) buildings, including 
an old palace, on a hilltop outside 
Ammiq, 38 kilometres east of 
Beirut. 

Ten civilians, including five, 
children and two women, were 
wounded along with three SSNP 
militiamen , two of them serious- 
ly, the witnesses said. 

Most of foe missiles hit and 
severely damaged a military 
building. Five SSNP vehicles 
were also destroyed, but the wit- 
nesses said Syrian troops who 
man checkpoints with Lebanese 
army troops at the entrance to 
Ammiq were not hit 

In Tel Aviv, a military spokes- 


man . said the aircraft attacked 
three buildings “used as a staging 
post' for .anti-Israeli attacks. 

Security 'sources quoted by 
Reuter said Israeli troops also 
killed two civ ilians when they 
raked orange groves with 
machine gun fire at Ras AI 
Biyada, south of Tyre, near a 
crossing point into Israel's. seJf- 
dedared South Lebanon “secur- 
ity zone.” 

SSNP officials and Libyan di- 
plomat Ah' Bash wash visited the 
scene of Friday's raid. One offi- 
cial said it was probably in retalia- 
tion for an SSNP attack last 
month on Israel and Israeli-back- 
ed militia forces inside the 
“security zone.” 

He said three SSNP guerrillas 
died in foe battle, which be said 
took place in the Has bam river 
area. 

Ammiq, a mostly Christian vil- 
lage of some 500 residents set 
among vineyards on foe western 
slope of the Bekka Valley, lies 
some 37 kilometres northwest of 
foe “security zone.”

ROME (AP) — Amid shouted 
protests by neo-fascists, feminists 
and ecologists, Italy's legislature 
opened Thursday for its inaugural 
session. 

“We’re not in a public square,” 
scouted Deputy Aldo Aniasi, 
vice president of foe previous 
parliament, as he banged a gave! 
and rang a bell to instill order 
among unruly members of the 
chamber of deputies. 

In the Senate, meanwhile, for- 
mer Defence Minister Giovanni 
Spadolini, a Republican, was 
voted president of the Upper 
House of Parliament. 

The selection of leaders for the 
two chambers of the legislature 
has been linked to a possible 
solution of Italy's long govern- 
ment crisis, tri, ered m March 
when Mr. Bettino Craxi, resigned 
as premier in a power straggle 
between his Socialists and the 
dominant Christian Democrat 
'Party. 

Mr. Craxi’s resignation came 
when foe Christian Democrats 
insisted it was time for them to 
reclaim foe premiership. 

Mr. Craxi has backed foe 62- 
fear-oid Spadolini, a veteran of 
Italian politics, for tire Senate 
presidency, and Nilda Iotfx, a 
communist incumbent, for the 
speaker of tire chamber- 

Christian Democrat leaders 
have in torn indicated they would 
accept those candidates if they 
were given foe premier's office, j 


MOSCOW (Agencies) — Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev ac- 
cused North Atlantic Treaty 
Organisation (NATO) on Friday 
of hindering a superpower 
medium-range aims pact by prop- 
osals that amounted to an 
attempt to dismantle the Soviet 
system. 

Mr. Gorbachev told a Kremlin 
banquet for visiting Incfian Prime 
Minister Rajiv Gandhi that 
NATO leaders had failed to find 
constructive ideas on how to. 
build East-West relations if nuc- 
lear weapons were eliminated 
and confrontation renounced. 

“If foe view of the NATO, 
leaders on foeprospects for world 
development u tire 21st century 
is presented in as simple a form as 
possible, what becomes exposed 
is their perplexity and lack of 
realism,” he said. 

“We propose dismantling foe 
entire system of weapons of mass 
annihil ation and reducing other 
weapons to foe level of sensible 
sufficiency.” 

“In response we are being 
offered a dismantling of a social 
system — our system,” Mr. Gor- 
bachev said in his speech, re- 
ported by the official TASS news 
agency. “The absurdity of this 
'dilemma’ does not even deserve 
refutation.” 

Mr. Gorbachev, who did not 
specify how NATO’s proposals 
could be aimed at dismantling the 
Soviet system, also accused the 
Western alliance of clinging to 
“the now utterly unacceptable 
concept” of nuclear deterrence. 

In a related development, both 


Washington and Moscow have 
denied that the superpowers bad 
ironed out their differences on 
the elimination of medium-range 
missiles from Europe. 

Reports said Wednesday that a 
senior Soviet official had prop- 
osed a compromise two weeks 
ago in Geneva to U.S. negotiator 
Maynard Ghtman and Washing- 
ton had accepted the proposal 
and was awaiting the Soviets to 
formalise it. 

• However, State Department 
spokesman Charles Redman told 
questioners late Wednesday that 
Moscow and Washington had not 
reached any such agreement He 
. declined specific comment on the 
reports. 

“Our negotiators ' are hard at 
work,” Redman said. “They have 
discussed a number of ideas with 
their Soviet counterparts. But tire 
bottom line is that we have not 
readied an agreement, either for- 
mal, informal, in principle, a 
handshake, or otherwise. 

In Moscow, a Soviet Foreign 
Ministry spokesman also said 
there was no agreement in Gene- 
va. The spokesman, Boris D. 
Pyadyshev, told reporters that 
there would also be no reason for 
Soviet Minister Eduard Shevard- 
nadze to visit Washington anti! an 
agreement in principle was 
reached. 

U.S. Ambassador Jack Mat- 
lock met with Mr. Shevardnadze 
on Tuesday and delivered a letter 
from President Ronald Reagan to 
Mr. Gorbachev, Pyadyshev said. 
He dedmed to discuss its con- 
tents. 
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Iraq says army in control in north 

BAHRAIN (Agencies) — Iraq on Friday denied an Iranian claim that 
Iranian forces had killed or wounded 1500 Iraqi soldiers on the northern 
war hoot and said the Iraqi army was in control of the area. Iran's official 
Islamic Republic News Agency (iRNAk said the latest fighting was in the 
area near Mawat, a strategic town in Iraqi Kurdistan that Iran claims to 
have captured. Summarising action in the area since Tuesday night, the 
agency said Iraqi troops were driven oil two strategic heights by Iranian 
combatants, who also seized a number of tanks and other weapons. The 
Iraqi News Agency (INA) quoted a military spokesman as denying that 
Iraqi forces sustained losses in the area. It quoted him as saying Iraqi 
forces killed or wounded thousands of Iranians and were in full control of 
the region. Elsewhere in the Gulf, an Iraqi warplane hit the Iranian 
supertanker Dena on Wednesday, the fifth time the vessel has been hit in 
the Gulf war, Lloyd's shipping intelligence reported. Shipping sources 
said the 372201-tonne vessel had just left a Dubai dry dock after repairs 
from the previous strike.

Friday wounding two people, a 
police spokesman said. 

The incident occurred at 10:20 
as the bus approached Ashkelon 
70 kilometres (45 miles) south- 
west of Jerusalem, said a police 
spokesman. 

It was the second bomb inci- 
dent in a week. 

Last week a bus driver disco- 
vered a large bomb hidden in a 
dost bin after completing a haul 
from Bersheba to Tel Aviv. 
Police sappers detonated foe 
bomb. 

Claims of responsibility for Fri- 
day’s bomb blast were made on 
behalf of two rival Palestine Li- 
beration Organisation (PLO) 
groups. 

An anonymous caller told an 
international news agency in 
Beirut that a commando gronp 
from the PLO's Force 17 placed 
the bomb on a bus carrying Israeli 
soldiers.

SLA mrHfiamwn opened fire, 
killing both gunmen, they said. 

Leaflets found on the bodies 
indicated the commandos plan- 
ned to take Israeli hostages, the 
sources added. 

Israeli army radio said foe inci- 
dent took place Friday morning 
on the edge of the “security 
zone’’ on a beach eight 
kilometres north of Israel.

AMMAN — Austrian President 
Kurt Waldheim resumed talks 
with His Majesty King Hussein at 
Aqaba on Friday after visiting 
Petra on the third day of his state 
visit to the Kingdom. 

Dr. Waldheim, Austrian Fore- 
ign Minister Alois Mock and their 
wives flew by helicopter to Petra, 
stopping to visit foe Austrian- 
buflt Arab Potash Company plant 
at the Dead Sea, before con- 
tinuing to Aqaba. The Austrian 
president was expected to hold 
foe last round of talks with the 
King before returning home on 
Saturday. 

The Austrian leader expressed 
delight on Thursday at the 
warmth of bis welcome in Jordan. 
During a tour of Jerash on foe 
second day of his visit, he was 
quoted by Reuters as saying bis 
reception had been “excellent, 
cordial — foe best I could im- 
“agine.”

Gemayel 
seeks Syrian 
understanding 

BEIRUT (Agencies) — Presi- 
dent Amin Gemayel believes he 
can do nothing to solve Leba- 
non’s crisis until Syria drops its 
antagonism towards him, official 
sources said Friday. 

“I can do nothing if there is no 
understanding with Damascus,” 
one source quoted Mr. Gemayel 
as teDmg viators to bis palace on 
Thursday. 

The sources said, however, Mr. 
Gemayel was encouraged by the 
possibility of improved U.S.-Sy- 
rian relations following the ex- 
pected visit to Damascus soot of 
an American envoy, Reuter re- 
ported. 

Any improvement would be 
“very important ... it would re- 
flect positively on the Lebanese 
situation,” Mr. Gemayel was 
quoted as saying. 

Syria has said it will not reopen 
talks with Mr. Gemayel until the 
government finds foe killers of its 
key Lebanon ally. Prime Minister 
Rashid Karami, political sources 
say. 

Syrian-backed Muslim leaders 
have blamed foe anti-Syrian 
“Lebanese Forces” militia for the 
June 1 assassination and say Mr. 
Gemayel is blocking investiga- 
tions. 

Mnrdf Oweidat, the first judge 
to investigate the murder, res- 
igned. Pros reports said Wahd 
Ghamra, the new prosecutor, 
stayed away from his office on 
Thursday because he did not have 
an official car or an escort. 

One official source quoted Mr. 
Gemayel as saying Thursday: “I 
call on ministers to hold a cabinet 
session and to come up with 
decisions, which I will fully con- 
sider.” 

Syrian-backed ministers have 
boycotted Mr. Gemayel since 
January 1986, when be declined 
to endorse a Syrian-brokered 
peace pact aimed at ending the 
rivfl war which started in 1975. 

The pact offered Mus lims a 
greater say in government and 
would have given Syria a special 
role in Lebanon and the possibil- 
ity of reoiganising the Christian- 
led Lebanese army. 

Syria is the main power-broker 
in Lebanon and 25,000 of its 
troops control West Beirut and 
the country’s northern and east- 
ern provinces.

“Security comes from peace, a 
just peace,” foe King told repor- 
ters. “Security is a frame of mind 
— of justice and of peace. Hope- 
fully we will be able to achieve 
it." 

Dr. Waldheim also via ted the 
Martyr's Monument and cere- 
monially watered “the Tree of 
Life." 

Dr. Mock, travelling with Dr. 
Waldheim, said Thursday foe 
visit by foe federal president to 
Jordan was an “extraordinary 
success.” The trip to the King- 
dom was only the second abroad 
for Dr. Waldheim since his elec- 
tion as Austrian president last 
year. 

“We were honoured by many 
symbols of sympathy,” Dr. Mock 
told a press conference following 
talks with Foreign Minister Taher 
AI Masri. He said the Austrian 


president and his government 
were committed to supporting a 
proposal to convene an interna- 
tional peace conference on foe 
Middle East under United Na- 
tions auspices. He referred to 
U.N. Resolutions 242 and 338 as 
the best basis for Arab-Israeli 
peace negotiations. 

“Realism requires us to con- 
vene a conference with foe parti- 
cipation of foe United States and 
foe Soviet Union,” the foreign 
minister said. “It is foe only 
instrument to render the situation 
mobile and get foe peace process 
going.” He said he did not favour 
any new initiative. “We should 
stick to this initiative rather than 
make new ones,” he said. 

In an interview published by an 
Austrian newspaper on Wednes- 
day, foe King vowed Jordan 
would never again ask the United 
States for aims after Washington 
withdrew from a S1.9 billion arms 
deal. In his comments to foe 
mass-circulation Kronenzeitung, 
the King praised the Soviet Un- 
ion and said it should have a role 


in the Middle East peace process. 

The arms package Jordan 
sought from the U.S. included 
advanced jet fighters and anti- 
aircraft missiles. The Reagan 
administration backed out of foe 
sale due to overwhelming opposi- 
tion in the traditionally pro-Israel 
U.S. Congress. Jordan subse- 
quently bought some Soviet mis- 
siles and is shopping for fighters 
in Britain and France. 

“For our part, foe U.S. de- 
cided not to provide us with foe 
very weapons that we need for 
our legitimate self-defence, 
although the U.S. is our tradi- 
tional... arms provider,” the King 
was quoted as saying by Kronen- 
zeitung. “Because of this, we 
decided never again to approach 
the U.S. with such a request.” 

On whether Austria supported 
the participation of the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation in foe 
proposed conference. Dr. Mock 
told Thursday's press conference 
that such a participation was “a

Shamir asks U.S. to stay out of Israeli affairs 


TEL AVIV (Agencies) — Israeli 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir, 
responding to growing support in 
Washington for an international 
Middle East peace conference, 
has warned foe United States to 
stay out of Israel's internal 
affairs. 

“Any interference in Israel's 
internal affairs can only change 
the current situation whereby foe 
United States has the affection of 
all Israelis, regardless of their 
political opinions,” he told visit- 
ing U.S. academics on Thursday. 

The idea of a United Nations 
sponsored peace conference has 
split Israel’s coalition govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Shamir’s comments were 
made Thursday to participants of 
a three-day symposium on Israeli- 
U.S. relations. Among those pre- 
sent were former U.S. Ambassa- 
dor to Israel Samuel Lewis and 


former State Department official 
Alfred Atherton. 

A Shamir spokesman said foe 
prime minister was referring to 
American involvement in foe 
launching of a posable interna- 
tional conference for Middle East 
peace. 

Mr. Shamir opposes convening 
such a broad-based conference, 
while American officials have 
spoken in favour of it as a step 
towards direct peace talks. 

Elder Israeli statesman Abba 
Eban said Thursday that Israel 
had created an insufferable situa- 
tion by turning down an oppor- 
tunity to negotiate with the 
Arabs. 

Mr. Eban, chairman of foe 
Israeli parliament's foreign affairs 
and defence committee, told a 
news conference that Israel's only 
practical option for negotiations 
was participation in an intema- 


tional conference on Middle East 
peace. 

“There is no doubt that an 
insufferable situation has been 
created. There has never been a 
precedent to Israel refusing to 
respond to a possibility of nego- 
tiations,” Mr. Eban said. 

“The choice now is between an 
international opening to direct 
negotiations and a continual 
stalemate in foe peace process." 

Mr. Eban accused Mr. Sha- 
mir's right-wing Likud bloc of 
avoiding negotiations because of 
a desire to maintain Israeli con- 
trol over foe occupied Arab terri- 
tories and over the 1.3 million 
Palestinians who live there. 

“Whoever wants the present 
situation of complete control over 
this population has no reason to 
want negotiations. Negotiations 
will change the current situa- 
tion,” he said. 


TASS says U.S. seeking supremacy 
in Gulf and calls for new realism 

Wafers optimistic over U.N. move for (ran-lraq ceasefire 


MOSCOW (Agencies) — The 
official Soviet news agency TASS 
accused foe United States on 
Friday of seeking military and 
political supremacy in foe Gulf 
and called tor new realism in the 
search for a settlement to the 
Iran-Iraq war. 

The charge followed comments 
in Moscow on Thursday by Ver- 
non Walters, foe U.S. envoy to 
the United Nations, that a cease- 
fire resolution binding on all 
U.N. members could be pre- 
sented to the Security Council in 
the next few weeks. 

TASS made no reference to the 
U.N. peace moves. 

“If anyone is trying by all 
means possible to assert military 
and political supremacy in foe 
Gulf region, then it is the United 
States, who have declared it a 
zone of its vital interests,’' TASS 
said. 

It said the investigation into the 
secret sales of U.S. arms to Iran 
and the diversion of some of the 
funds to contra rebels in Nicar- 

J ia provided new evidence dally 
foe U.S. aims in the Gulf. 
“In the search for a path to 
regulating foe crisis it is necessary 
to look realistically for peace, 
throw out old principles ana stan- 
dards, and re-examine former 
foreign pojicy concepts in accord- 
ance with* new realities. 

“Otherwise policy will be con- 
demned to taking dangerous, un- 
predictable turns,” TASS said. 

Soviet President Andrei 
Gromyko on Thursday called for 


an early end to the “senseless 
bloodshed" during talks with Ira- 
qi officials in Moscow.

Iraqi officials were not im- 
mediately available for comment 
but TASS quoted Mr. Ramadan 
as saying foe Iraqis were “closely 
following foq drafting of a resolu- 
tion in the Security CouDefl" 
which should “promote foe estab- 
lishment of genuine peace be- 
tween the warring states.” 

On Thursday, General Walters 
announced after meetings with 
Soviet officials here that Ire would 
fly to China later this week in a 
campaign for proposed U.N. 
Security Council resolution de- 
manding an end to foe Iran-Iraq 
war. 

Gen. Walters, speaking to re- 
porters after a series of closed- 
door sessions with senior Soviet 
offi cials whom he refused to iden- 
tify, expressed optimism that an 
ostensibly binding ceasefire re- 
solution could be adopted by foe 
Security Council withm the next 


few weeks. 

“I must say I see, at least in foe 
two-and-a-half years I've been at 
foe United Nations, a greater 
possibility of obtaining a five- 
power agreement of foe perma- 
nent members and I hope of 
other members of the Security 
Council," he said. 

He indicated the measure 
could provide international sanc- 
tions against foe combatants in 
the Gulf war if Iran and Iraq 
refuse to break off foe fighting. 

Gen. Walters, a long-time in- 
ternational trouble-shooter, said 
President Reagan has instructed 
him to go next to Peking to 
discuss the resolution with 
Chinese officials. The Soviet Un- 
ion is Iraq’s primary weapons sup- 

E lier, and China is reported to 
ave supplied potent Silkworm 
anti-ship missiles to Iran. 

It was not dear from Gen. 
Walters’ comments whether foe 
Soviets and Chinese would sup- 
port an arms embargo as part of 
the effort to end foe fighting. But 
Gen. Walters said the proposed 
resolution has the support of all 
five permanent Security Council 
members — foe United States, 
Britain, France, the Soviet Union 
and China — and has been pre- 
sented to other members in re- 
cent days. He said he expects the 
non-permanent members to com- 
plete their stua of the plan with- 
in foe next two weeks, after 
which it could go to foe full 
council for a vote. 
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Diplomatic standoff between Iran 
and France enters fourth day 


PARIS (Agencies) — A diplomatic standoff between 
France and Iran entered its fourth day Friday with 
police controlling access to the Iranian embassy 
where an employee whose testimony is wanted in 
connection with a wave of bombings in Paris last 
September has taken refuge.

Bahrain author- 
ities said the delegation conferred 
with Prime Minister Sheikh Kha- 
lifa Ibn Salman Ai Khalifa on 
Thursday.

The cruisers Reeves and Wor- 
den, which had been assigned to 
the Indian Ocean fleet, joined the 
force in and around the Gulf this 
week, navy sources said. 

The destroyers Coontz and 
Conyngham and the frigate 
Stephen W. Groves were sche- 
duled to leave the Golf with the 
frigate Stark. 

Taking the place of those ships 
will be the destroyer Kidd and the 
frigates Klakring and Flatley. 

The Stark bad a Phalanx sys- 
tem, but it was not fired during 
the Exocet attack. The Coontz, 
Conyngham and Groves were de- 
signed in such a way that they 
cannot carry the Phalanx, navy 
sources said, but they have sur- 
face-to-air missiles and decoy de- 
vices for defence against anti-ship 
missil es. 

Although Iran is believed re- 
sponsible for the mines found off 
Kuwait, the government of

The two 
countries will also cooperate in 
such matters as sheep rattening, 
irrigation, fish breeding and the 
training of personnel in agricultu- 
ral techniques. 

Jordan expressed a desire to 
benefit from Saudi Arabia's ex- 
perience in recycling treated was- 
tewater for agriculture, water de- 


salination and water drainage 
technology. 

Both sides agreed to increase 
the volume of crops exchanged by 
tiie countries and to pave the way 
for investments in agricultural 
projects in Jordan. 

Before his departure the Saudi 
minister described his talks in 
Amman as part of an ongoing 
process of consultations and coor- 
dination to bolstering bilateral 
ties. 

The Saudi minister said the 
memorandum will facilitate the 
flow of crops into both countries 
and give impetus for the ex- 
change of expertise designed to 
promote agricultural develop- 
ment in bom countries.

Representatives from Jordan, 
Syria and Lebanon, along with

of the Palestinian refugees. 

A statement issued at the end 
of the week-long meeting said 
Jordan and the PLO will conduct 
a study on the conditions of the 
refugee camps in occupied West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip and 
submit to the Arab League re- 
commendations to improve ser- 
vices to the refugees. 

The conference urged the UN- 


RWA commissioner general to 
seek more assistance for the re- 
fugees from tiie United Nations 
‘General Assembly and ensure a 
larger budget for the agency’s 
operations. 

Jordan has been entrusted by 
the conference to draw up a 
detailed study on the question of 
Israel's plans to draw under- 
mound water from the occupied 
Bethlehem region. 

Israeli population centres, 
according to Bethlehem Mayor 
Elias Freij, were trying to dry up 
all the existing water wells in the 
region. The Israeli English-lan- 
guage Jerusalem Post newspaper 
said the water trill benefit Israeli 
settlements built on the occupied 
West Bank. 

The conference also recom- 
mended that Arab countries host- 
ing refugees unite their stand for 
the upcoming Vienna meeting of 
countries involved in the affairs 
of the refugees.

Arab politics crisis: The negative legacy 


HOW did the Arab World come to find itself in the grip of its 
contemporary political crisis? A crisis whose spill-over effects 
continue to threaten the future of the entire region, a crisis whose 
most important manifestation has been that of leadership. Aside 
from Jordan and very few other regimes in .the Arab World, few 
leaders can be described in anything bnt negative terms. Most are 
just functioning not always up to the level of the tasks before them. 
The question is not an idle one, for at the very historical moment 
that me nation needs capable leadership, wbo may introduce not 
only sight fait also, vision, not only a rational, bnt also_an 
undemandin g approach, such has not been forthcoming except in 
very few places. 

Perhaps we should look deep into ourselves, our history, our 
cultural heritage to identify at least some of the factors that have 
contributed to the dimensions of the crisis we have been analysing. 
No one will deity or even attempt to deny that certain aspects of our 
heritage have been luminous spots in the march of human 
civilisation. This is true in religion, the arts, the humanities, the 
sciences and technology. One thing however looms strange in our 
past as it does in our present, an element that seems to be a 
constant, which is that, while Arab civilisation was shining, even at 
its zenith, political authoritarianism, sometimes even despotism 
remained. There seems always to have been a lag, a gap between 
political and socio-economic development. Such a gap has histor- 
ically been a major factor in our intellectual and political idealism. 
Unable to dismiss meaningfully the affairs of the day because of the 
.authoritarian nature of the government, Arab intellectuals looked 
to die glorious past that eventually, and with the passage of time, 


became very idealised. This rejection of their present h ad tw o 
acco mpan ying developments. One, a constant stream of writings 
apologising for why things are not die way they should be, and 
a totaTabsence of any meaningful dialogue between die intellec- 
tuals, the ulema, and the state. This latter situation ms exacer- 
bated by the fact that because of the veiy nature of the entire 
system of Islam, no authority, whether religious or secular, could 
r develop outside the apparatus of the state. It is thus that the 
dialogue that eventually developed into a struggle between the 
church and the state, that occurred in the West, and which was one 
of the major reasons for the eventual liberation of the individual 
from both authorities, fid not develop in the Arab World. 

That is one legacy. Another is the more recent and more 
immediate Western penetration and colonisation of major parte of 
die Arab World, western colonisation following Worid War I 
emphasised an already well developed negative attitude towards 
authority, towards the state in the Arab Worid. To be sure the West 
as a threat to Arab security and Arab culture was a real one well 
before the World War I, a serious tfaipat. The eminent orientalist 
W.G Smith remarks, in one of his books, that the West has been a 
very serious threat to Islam at least since the Crusades and that die 
two civilisations across the Mediterranean have eyed each other 
with fear and suspicion for a very long time now. Both the 
Ott omans and more recently the Western colonial powers were 
viewed with fear and suspicion by the Arabs. The soldier and the 
tax collector were symbols of alien authority to be viewed with 
hatred and fear and resisted. 

This legacy of foreign do minatio n of a people who had, and still 


have a very good image of themselves was not conducive to the 
development of an orderly dialogue or a rational system of 
government. This gap between the people and authority continues 
to be a major cause for the crisis now. The popular saying "He is a 
sultan who is far from the sultan” is indeed a heavy legacy to 
shoulder. In the words of the German sociologist Max Weber, the 
political anarchy that characterised Arab-Islamic society historical- 
ly fed not only to an increased emphasis on the Sharia as the only 
constant in an otherwise chaotic insecure life, but also to political 
quietism and a sense of fatalism. Instead of addressing themselves 
to public issues people then, as many of them continue to do now, 
get themselves busy or are kept busy with their private lives, their 
pleasures and pains. The explosion of a nouveax riche, conspicuous, 
consumer class in many cities of the Arab World has been one 
negative result 

More recently, however, the legacy of the consecutive defeats in 
military confrontations with Israel has left its mark too. The 
average man enquires in bewilderment, “why this condition when 
we are told we have foe human, and financial resources and justice 
on ouiride?” No plausible answer seems forthcoming m the 
absence of a meaningful dialogue between the leaders ana Che led. 
Both seem to be the prisoners of negative legacies of the vast 
distance between foe ideal and the actual concept of foe state; the 
geo-historical legacy of a people in a vastly strategic region of the 
world; foe historical Western hostility and foe more recent Western 
penetration and domination; the legacy of traditional suspicion and 
hostility towards foe state; and finally the frustrating legacy of the 
successive defeats in confrontations with Israel.

necessary element for the confer- 
ence.” He said “those who repre- 
sent the Palestinians should take 
part, especially after (PLO Chair- 
man Yasser) Arafat spoke dearly 
against international terrorism.'' 

Asked how’ Dr. Waldheim's 
visit to Jordan would effect his 
international standing, the fore- 
ign minister said: “It will effect in 
a very positive way." 

He said foe Austrian president 
bad been greeted by “a statesman 
with an outstanding international 
reputation. King Hussein." 

Responding what he meant 
when he said in a recent interview 
with Jordanian journalists that he 
’wouldn't care'' whether Israel 
reacted negatively to the state 
visit. Dr. Mock said: “If Israel 
chose to be negative, then I 
wouldn't care. Israel should not 
interfere with our bilateral rela- 
tions with other countries." 

On motives behind the cam- 
paign by Jewish groups and Israel 
to slander Dr. Waldheim tty 
alleging that he was involved in 
war crimes during Worid War II, 
Dr. Mock said: “I would like to 
know myself what foe motives 
are. However, everybody knew 
he was an executive instrument at 
the United Nations, behind re- 
solutions in support of Third 
World countries." He said there 
were sanctions and decisions 
during Dr. Waldheim’s tenure at 
the U.N. that “didn't please" 
members of foe U-S. and Israeli 
administration. 

“It's a campaign without find- 
ings, evidence or a piece of proof. 
The campaign was never justified 
by any evidence.’’ 

Asked about what was per- 
ceived as a weak reaction by foe 
Austrian government to the U.S. 
decision in April to put Dr. Wal- 
dfaezm on a “watch fist" of unde- 
sirable aliens. Dr. Mock said it 
was “a common decision in foe 
government to react firmly but 
without hysteria.” 

“It should be understood by 
our American friends that the 
Christian Democrats and Social- 
ists backed the president wbo had 
been elected directly by the peo- 
ple. The campaign leads no- 
where." 


He said that foe Jewish allega- 
tions did not come np during foe 
president’s talks with foe Kang. 

On Austria’s support of the 
Kingdom's five-year develop- 
ment plan for the Israeli-occupied 
Arab territories, Mr. Mock said 
that he had asked the Jordanian 
government for more detailed in- 
formation on planned projects for 
consideration. “This will enable 
us find ways and means to contri- 
bute in a way that does not render 
more criticism.’' He did not 
elaborate. 

Asked whether he believed 
Austria’s neutrality was harmed 
by foe Jewish allegations about 
the president’s past, be said the 
strain in Vienna's relations with 
Tel Aviv and Washington did not 
affect Austria’s standing in the 
Western Worid and the commun- 
ity of nations. He said be hoped 
the present problems eventually 
would be overcome. 

Responding to a question on 
whether his government planned 
to send a new ambassador to Tel 
Aviv at foe end of foe current 
ambassador s term (by foe end of 
this year) or refrain from repre- 
sentation on that level, he said 
that such a decision would de- 
pend on the nature of the political 
climate' ‘between Austria and 
Israel by that time. “Our ambas- 
sador is still in Tel Aviv. When be 
returns, we will see what decision 
to take, positive or negative." 

At a reception for Amman’s 
small Austrian community Thurs- 
day night. Dr. Waldheim rejected 
attacks against him as “baseless, 
false and unjustified." 

He was quoted by foe Jordan 
News Agency, Petra, as saying 
these accusations “will no{ stop 
me from pursuing my efforts to 
seek peace and build internation- 
al cooperation in safeguarding 
hnman rights... to spare our chil- 
dren and grandchildren foe hor- 
rors of war." 

Information Minister Moham- 
mad Khatib hosted a lunch in 
honour of Dr. Waldheim and 
Mrs. Waldheim at foe Petra 
Forum Hotel in Petra on Friday. 

Prime Minister Zaid Rifai had 
hosted a dinner Thursday evening 
to honour Dr. Waldheim and his 
wife. The banquet was attended 
by foe King and Queen Noor.

A court remanded Mr. Massra- 
wa in custody for 15 days, the 
report said. 

Israeli sources said on Friday 
two Arabs drew knives on foe 
soldier as be was hitch-hiking 
near Netanya but fled after a 
struggle during which the car in 
which all three were travelling 
overturned. 

They said the soldier, wounded 
in foe leg, limped to an army base 
and raised the alarm. 

— Israeli authorities imprisoned 
without trial for six months on 
Thursday a resident of the occu- 
pied West Bank suspected of 
belonging to the Democratic 
Front for foe Liberation of Pales- 
tine (DFLP), police said. 

Hassan Ayourn, 24, of Askar 
refugee camp near Nablus, was 
foe fourth suspected DFLP mem- 
ber placed in administrative de- 
tention in 24 hours. 

The newspaper Haaretz said 
that 41 administrative detentions 
had been ordered in the West 
Bank during the past two months, 
more than in the whole of 1986.

Israelis fear the pawns of the chessboard

RECENTLY, a military court in 
Hebron sentenced a local Arab 
after his conviction on charges of 
disorderly behaviour at AUenby 
Bridge. There is no doubt that 
foe man had behaved in a dis- 
orderly manner at the Allenby 
Bridge, but why? Because he was 
not allowed to bring in a ... chess 
board. Apparently chessboards 
fall under foe category of amlach 
(Hebrew acronym for “imple- 
ments of warfare'’) — one can 
learn strategy on them. 

This case is only exceptional in 


that it came up in court, though in 
any normal democracy, the case 
would have involved foe Arab’s 
claim against foe army which 
confiscated his chessboard, not a 
charge by the army against foe 
Arab who resisted, it is not un- 
usual for soldiers at AUenby 
Bridge to break women's high 
heck in search of “something,” 
or to spill out their perfume, while 
personal belongings, indudizig 
children’s dolls, are confiscated. 
In addition, people are subject to 
humiliating body checks and un- 
necessary delays. 

One usually hears about these 
events only in private conversa- 
tions with Arabs in the territor- 
ies, or from reserve duty soldiers 
who witnessed them. Bnt since 
the people who cross the Allenby 
Bridge are usually fatalistic 


Palestinians, who unlike we 
Israelis but like our forefathers, 
have learnt to keep silent in face 
of humiliations, few dare ami- 
plain publicly or react violently. 
They just wait quietly for the day 
of revenge, which they are sure 
will come. 

Even though some of these 
goings on are in keeping with the 
regulations, there is something 
very very wrong with them. 

the humiliating treatment to 
which arriving Arabs are sub- 
jected when they cross foe Jordan 
River does not help improve 
Israel’s image abroad, nor does it 
help keep the Palestinians happy 
ana quiet 

When these practices are not 
being denied, the explanations 
usually given in their defence are 


“the Arabs don’t understand any 
other language," or “if we don’t 
act toogb with them, the Arabs 
will lose their respect for us." If 
these are foe explanations, it is 
we who have a problem, not foe 
Arabs. 

And so, as we approach the 
70th anniversary of Allenby’s en- 
try into Jerusalem, perhaps we 
can honour the British general; 
whose name was attached to that 
miserable bridge across the River 
Jordan, with a show of human 
compassion and respect for basic 
hnman rights. Let us conduct 
security checks at the Allenby 
Bridge as we conduct them at 
Ben Gurion airport — with X-ray 
machines and polite security per- 
sonnel, and let us allow children 
to keep their dolls and adults 
their perfume and chessboards. 


Unholy alliance between Israel, U.S. evangelists bared

Israeli terrorist describes 
Deir Yassin massacre

JERUSALEM — The Israeli 
commander at what is widely 
known as foe Deir Yassin mas- 
sacre has blamed Israel’s first 
Prime Minister David Ben-Gu- 
rion for “blowing up foe 1948 
incident out of proportion" be- 
cause be feared a challenge from 
his rival, then guerrilla leader 
Menachem Begin. 

Yehuda Lapidot made a rare 
public statement about one of the 
most disputed events in the Arab- 
Israeli conflict, widely credited by 
historians with sparking the flight 
of some 700,000 Arabs from their 
homes in British-mandated Pales- 
tine. 

He told the Mid East Informa- 
tion Resources, a local public 
forum: “Deir Yassin was used 
and is still used before foe world 
by the Arabs against Israel be- 
cause unfortunately foe informa- 
tion came from Jews. It was an 
attack by Ben-Gnrion for politic- 
al reasons.” 

The massacre on April 9, 1948, 
five weeks before Israel’s crea- 
tion, involved members of future 
Prime Minister Begin's Irgun 
guerrillas and fighters of foe 
smaller Stem gang, one of whose 
leaders was present Israeli Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir. Both 
men deny being present at Deir 
Yassin. 

Both ultra-nationalist groups 
were small formations outside the 
control of foe much larger, social- 
ist-leaning Haeanah forces 
headed by Ben Gurion. 

Most Western historians agree 
about 120 residents were killal at 
Deir Yassin but some Arab 
sources put the figure several 
times higher. Lapidot said 46 
bodies were found and five Jews ' 
died in foe attack on foe village, 
then a strategic position comman- 
ding foe entrance to West Jeru- 
salem. 

Lapidot, a 60-year-qId bio-che- 
mistry professor, said Ben-Gu- 
rion was told by aides foe Irgun 
was preparing to take over Jem- . 


salem where its popularity' was 
rising fast in the last week of 
British rule. 

“Ben-Gurion understood this 
... foe Jews of Jerusalem didn’t 
trust foe Haganah any longer. He 
therefore decided to launch a 
political attack oo foe Irgun to 
present us as terrorists who - 
wanted to kill men, women and 
children and who had to be stop- 
ped," Lapidot said. 

He recalled that the first de- 
scriptions of the events as a mas- 
sacre were in the local Hebrew 
press loyal to Ben-Gurion, who 
sent a message to the late King 
Abdullah of Jordan repudiating 
foe action and those who took 
part. 

Partly as a result of public 
indignation in Israel after Dear 
Yassin, political parties led by 
Begin stagnated for 19 years be- 
fore reaching power in 1977. 

Israeli critics of the Irgun ac- 
tion say the guerrillas lost control 
during the fighting because of 
unexpectedly strong resistance, 
then shot all villagers, aimed or 
not. Arab sources say rapes and 
mutilation also occurred. 

Lapidot said: “Nobody killed 
Arabs (at Deir Yassin) for the 
sake of killing. There were 
casualties, not only men, but 
women and children too, because 
when fire came from a budding 
we replied. War is cruel, but foe 
.casualties were during the battle 
and because of foe battle." 

He said Ben-Gurion's own Pal- 
mach forces carried out far 
bloodier anu virtually unreported 
massacres, killing several hun- 
dred Arabs at Lod a day after 
capturing foe city in May 1948. 

“The Arabs thought the Jorda- 
nian army was coming bade and 
they started coming out in the 
streets. The Palmach commander 
who feared they might be aimed 
gave the' order to shoot at any 
moving figure- and hundreds 
were kflted there with no battle 
going on at ali," he said. “Even 
worse, 200 were, taken to the 
mosque and killed there.” 


said. “What pleases me is that 
ministers have taken it quite 
seriously." .

Both groups make short-term 
goals, said Halsell. It gives foe 
evangelists an advantage in gain- 
ing access to television, since 
most media are owned or control- 
led by Zionists. In the last few 
years, they have been given a 
carte blanche reception, with foe 
Bakker case the only exception. 

For Israel, on the other hand, 
the advantage is foe unques- 
tioned support it receives from 
such important evangelists as Fal- 
well, Bakker, and Robertson, 
who equate biblical Zion with the 
modem Zionist state that came in 
1948. 

The evangelists tell millions in 
America that no one should criti- 
cise Israel because it is the land of 
God and everything it does is 
orchestrated by God. 

The resulting grass-roots sup- 
port makes the Zionist lobby, 
extremely powerful in America. 
In the U.S., there are only six 
million Jews, but there are 40 
million Christian Zionists. The 
preachers have a huge access 
through their pulpits and televi- 
sion, and they are telling their 
listeners that every war that Israel 
enters is a holy war. 

Halsell said these same 


preachers praised the 1982 war in 
Lebanon. They think any war is. 
leading to the last great war and 
are elated by the prospect, be- 
cause it will lead to Armageddon, 
and they believe that in the rap- 
ture they wflLbe lifted. to heaven 
without - suffering any- of.-. the 
.£.h$nlships brought on by war and 
"destruction. 

They believe that every impor- 
tant event will be centred around 
Israel. Every important evangel- - 
1st is preadung what Halsell rails 
foe “cut of IsraeL" They see the 
land of Israel as the stage where 
Christianity will be fulfilled. 

However, foe irony of this 
alliance is foe evangelists’ belief 
foe all Jews will be killed in the 
war, except for a small remnant 
that will convert to Christianity at 
foe last moment. 

Halsell said it was an unholy- 
alliance that had nothing to do 
with religion, but rather was de- 
signed to serve foe short-term 
goals of either group. 

Jewish leaders say the evangel- 
ists' support of Israel is more 
important than their domestic 
agenda, which can sometimes be 
against the interests of foe Jews. 

“The whole cult of Israel must 
be dealt with," said Halsell. “We 
must separate the militaristic col- 
onial aggression of Israel today 
from biblical events. We must 
deal with foe belief that Israel is 
the fulfillment of biblical prophe- 
cy. My hope is that we can learn 
before it is too late.”

Lend Siniora an ear 

To the Editor: 

.1 refer to an article in foe Jordan Times on Tuesday June 30, 
entitled: “The harsh bell th3t Hanna Siniora rings," by Rami G. 
Khouri. One has to admit that people living under Israeli rule are 
totally downtrodden by foe occupation authorities which in fact 
try, by ali means, to wrest away from the Arabs any power, water 
resources, education culture or anything at all that the Arabs 
might stSl possess. The way Mr. Siniora sees the dilemma is quite 
Iojpcal. It should not be viewed as such only by those under the

beneficial to foe Arab inhabitants of Jerusalem under foe present 
circumstances.

'Letters to the editor’ 
Some use, many do n

NEWSPAPERS and magazines around the world normally 
allocate a special section for “letters to the editor” that are usually 
sent by readers who have comments on one or more of the subjects 
tackled by the publication, in previous issues. 

These magazines were used in the past to bury their “letters to 
the editor” m the inside pages, but over the years and as these 
letters have gained more importance and continuously drawn 
readers’ attention, they started to feature on the first pages. 

What attracts one's attention is the fact that whenever a subject is 
discussed about the Middle East or U.S. aid to Israel, Palestinian 
resistance to Israel’s occupation or any other subject that is 
connected with Israel and the Arab-IsraeB conflict, or even about 
oil and energy, one finds letters to the editor appearing in these 
publications commenting on the same subject and defending 
Israel and its interests. These letters are supposedly being sent all 
the time by individual citizens either to comment on or to analyse 
the reports and articles that appeared in the previous editions. 

It is noticed that seldom do such publications contain the views of 
Arab individuals providing analyse or explanation supporting the 
Arab World's views. 

It is true that once in a while one spots a letter sent by a writer 
sympathising with the Arab cause or defending Arab stands. Bnt 
even this, as most of these letters imply, is not a portrayal of the 
Arab position as much as it is a rejection by that writer of Zionist 
deception of world public opinion. 

Many Arabs say that the Jews of the United States, Europe and 
Palestine do not race the problem of the language barrier. It is also 
believed that the Jewish agencies around the world undertake the 
task of writing the individual letters to the editor under pseudonyms 
thus appearing as ordinary citizens expressing their views. 

Bnt what about the Arab World which does not lack writers and 
intellectuals, who master different languages, and which is backed 
by vast funds? 

Arab states could and should allocate a small proportion of their 
budgets to employ it in similar civilised tactics to present the facts to 
the world public opinion which enjoys and also exercises a great 
deal of influence on economic and political issues. 

The Arab countries have more than 20 embassies in Washington 
and no doubt the same number in London, Paris, and Tokyo. All 
these embassies are located in the most fashionable streets and 
residential quarters in those world capitals and all enjoy astrono- 
mical budgets. Their staff of diplomats earn enormous salaries and 
have allocations for receptions and ceremonies for different 
national occasions. In addition there are the offices of the Arab 
League and its various organisations which should contribute to the 
national effort The Arabs, therefore, are well represented in the 
capitals of the world but their presence ont there is extremely 
feeble, reflecting the weakness erf the Arab World itself. 

- Arab embassies and Arab centres abroad, which do not lack 
funds, the language or common sense, should follow up cn what > 
issues are bring tackled in the foreign press. They ought to open £ \ 
dialogue through writings in a professional and objective manner. ; 

We were extremely happy lately to hear and see Jordan's) 
ambassador to the United States, Mr. Mo hammad Kamal, writir g 
in the American press about the Arab cause and the U.'- 
esidential elections. His articles must have had an impact on tt-v 
-S. public opinion far exceeding that which could have come out 
of memoranda, political meetings and official gatherings. Similarly, 
a letter to the editor sent by Arab individuals or responsible groups 
can by far be more productive than tens of “advertisement” pages 
taken out on certain occasions that cost the Arabs fortunes but 
never attract public attention.

Exhibition traces 150 years of nude photography

AMSTERDAM — Sex and nud- 
ity became subjects for the 
camera almost as soon as it was 
invented, and an exhibition trac- 
ing 150 yean of nude photogra- 
phy lays bare the results. 

A collection of about 1,000 
nude portraits is on display at a 
cultural centre here, offering ev- 
erything from pornography on 
1840s sOver-ooated copper plate* 
to glossy modem portraits of 
Marilyn Monroe and Penthouse 
models. 

Pot together in years of collect- 
ing from the world's public and 
private archives by West German 
art historian Michael Koehler, 
the photos have toured West 
Germany, Switzerland and Au- 
stria and will move on to Rome 
and Copenhagen infer this year. 

“The exhibition wants to show 


how photographers through foe 
years have looked at the human 
body. They’re not all artistic pic- 
tures,” said Elly Engel of Am- 
sterdam's Meervaart Cultural 
Centre who coordinated the 
showing. 

Offering a selection of pictures 
typical of trends and styles in 
nude photography, die exhibition 
shows naked models and explicit 
sex scenes were photographed 
almost as soon as ptotography as 
a workable medium was invented 
in 1839. 

Called Daguerrotypes — after 
French inventor Lotus Daguerre 
— the early photos were silver- 
coated copper plates made sensi- 
tive by iodme and developed with 
mercury, offering an amazingly 
sharp bnt sensitive picture pre- 
served in a vacuum behind glass. 

Dagnerrotype pornography left 
as little to the imagination as the 
modern variety and until now. 


museums taking Koehler’s ex- 
hibition reserved these for adults 
in a separate section. Amsterdam 
does not. 

“We have integrated the por- 
nography in the exhibition, it’s 
part of it,” Engel said. “If you 
put them behind die curtain, it 
becomes a peepshow,” she said, 
noting there have been no com- 
plaints from the thousands of 
visitors the exhibition has drawn 
so far. 

Viators can view nude por- 
traits used as models by painters 
in the 1850s, sexy postcards from 
around the turn of the century, 
German nudist magazines from 
the 1920s and explicit scenes from

post-war advertising. 

Progressing from static models 
to running and jumping nudes on 
beaches as technology advanced, 
an initial classicist approach gave 
way to decorative kitsch in the 
1870s and subsequent art trends 
characteristic of their time. 

There are abstract pictures by 
American photographer Man 
Ray and dreamy scenes of girls 
undressing by David Hamilton as 
well as scenes portraying Nazi 
concentration camp victims and a 
photo of guerrilla leader Che 
Guevara’s body displayed by 
Bolivian police. 

Johnny “Tarzan” Weissmuller 
is featured in the exibition, as is a 


naked John Lennon caressing 
Yoko Ono. 

Advised by the Amsterdam 
Stedehjk museum, which itself 
turned the exhibition down, the 
organisers added nude portraits 
from 18 Dutch photographers to 
the exhibition, including two 
male studies by leading Dutch 
ballet choreographer Hans van 
Manen. 

“The interest in photos of 
males, and body-builders of both 
sexes, is growing. It’s a reflection 
of today’s fitness culture,” Engel 
said, adding that the Stedelijk 
decided the show focussed too 
modi on nudity and not enough 
on aesthetics.

Lendl reaches Wimbledon finals 


Navratilova, Graf clash for the women’s title today 

LONDON (Agencies) — Ivan Lendl of Czechoslova- 
kia, the second seed, beat Stefan Ed berg of Sweden 
3-6, 6-4, 7-6, 64 in a ferociously competitive 
semifinal Friday to reach his second successive 
Wimbledon men's tennis final. 

Lendl, who lost in straight sets Open and there were rimes dur- 

Friday's match when it 


to Boris Becker in last year’s 
final, gave one of his most mature 
performances on grass — a sur- 
face he says he has still not 
mastered — to move within one 
match of the title he covets most. 

His opponent in Sunday's final 
will be either seventh-seeded 
American Jimmy Connors or Pat 
Cash of Australia, the 11th seed, 
who were meeting in Friday's 
second semifinal on a sun-scor- 
ched centre court. 

Beating Edberg. seeded 
fourth, was never going to be easy 
for Lendl, and so it proved. 

The 21 -year-old Swede is a 
noted grass-court performer who 
has twice won the Australian

seemed likely he would capitalise 
on Lendl’s deep distrust of the 
surface. 

In the end, though, the world 
number one's intense desire to 
win Wimbledon for the first time 
and the power of his service, 
broken only twice in the match, 
prevailed. 

Edberg made an edgy start, 
holding serve in the opening 
game only after losing the first 
three points. Lendl conceded just 
one point — a double fault — in 
winning his first two service 
games but Edberg pounced to 
break him in the sixth game, 
completing the decisive coup of 


the opening set with a rasping 
backhand pass down the line. 

Edberg, attempting to become 
the first Swede to reach the final 
here since Bjorn Borg in 1981, 

survived two break points in the 
next game and then won the set 
by holding serve to love. 

The only break of the second 
set came in the 10th and final 
game and was marked by three 
breathtaking returns by Lendl. 
All were backhands, the third 
struck thunderously across court 
to clinch the set. 

Under a burning sun, the pow- 
er and precision of both men’s 
serving showed no sign of wilting 
and in the third set only once was 
there the merest hint of a break 
in the eighth game but Edberg 
saw off the danger with two sharp 
forehand volleys. 

In the timebreak, won 10-8 by 
Lendl, Edberg had two set 
points. The impassive Lendl re- 


sided to each with booming 
4-serve winners and on his own 
second set point ended a short 
rally with an explosive forehand 
down the line.

Aouita 
excels but 
misses 
world record 


HELSINKI, Finland (AP) — 
Said Aouita is not only three-time 
world record holder. He is also an 
expert in narrowly missing world 
records. 

The Moroccan did it again at 
Thursday's world games IAAF 
mobile grand prix track and field 
meet as he came within 44 hun- 
dreds of Steve Cram’s world mile 
record. 

Aouita's time of 3 minutes, 
46.76 seconds was the second 
fastest mile ever and a new Afri- 
can record. 

Considered the world's mpst 
versatile distance runner, : Aoijita 
now has missed six world records 
by 86 hundreds or less in the past 
two years. 

That alone deserves a place in 
the record book. 

Doesn’t it bother him missing 
world marks so narrowly, so 
often? 

“Well, it means I’m running 
very consistent,” Aouita said af- 
ter Thursday's mile. 

Aouita, 26, who holds the 
1,500, two-mile and 5,000 world 
marks, said he wasn't going for 
Cram’s record at Helsinki’s. 
Olympic Stadium. 

“I never thought about it,” he 
said. “I just wanted to run fast.” 
But Aouita would hardly con- 
vince the nearly 20,000 fans about 
that assertion. 

The pace making was perfect.

4 mountain climbers found dead in Alps in 4 days 


CHAMONIX. France (AP) — 
Four mountain climbers have 
been killed during the past four 
days following an abrupt rise in 
temperatures that has caused 
treacherous conditions in the 
Alps, police said. 

On Thursday, Jean-Pierre 
Esteban, 43, and his companion 
Mireille Gillet, 27, fell 8(H) metres' 
(8,600 feet) during an attempt to 
climb the Gouter Peak of Mont 
Blanc in France. 

The bodies of two other un- 
identified mountain climbers 


were discovered Wednesday 
night by Italian mountain police 
on Mont Viso.* 

The climbers had been at an 
altitude of 3,000 metres (32,000 
feet) at the time of the accident, 
and police said they tumbled ab- 
out 500 metres (5,400 feet). 

The four deaths are the latest 
in a series of accidents caused by 
melting snow in the mountains 
which straddle the French, Italian 
and Swiss borders. Temperatures 
had been unusually cool until last 
week, and areas of the mountains 


that are normally clear of snow 
for mountain climbing by early 
July are experiencing dangerous 
conditions typical of late spring, 
authorities said. 


On Sunday, nine hikers were 
slightly injured after sliding on 
mountain slopes thickly covered 
in melting snow. 


Last week, two British moun- 
tain climbers were found dead after 
falling on the descent from Char- 
donnet Peak on Mont-Blanc, 
police said.

LONDON (R) — Equities continued Thursday's rally on the back 
of institutional and overseas demand for stock in more active 
trading than of late , deal ers said. 

At 1430 GMT the FTSE 100 share index was up 29.0 at 2,326.4 
after touching an all-time peak of 2330.7 at 1338 GMT, which 
compares with its previous record high of 2327.6 on June 17. The 
more narrowly based F.T. 30 index hit a record 1,1818.6 
compared with its previous peak of 1306.1, also on June 17. 

Tne higher Wall Street dose and speculative interest pushed 
prices ahead at the outset but dealers said the recent batch of 
rights issues was still weighing on sentiment to some extent.

Others, however, said that all the underlying fundamental factors 
remain good and there is no reason for the market to retrace its 
steps.

WASHINGTON (R) — OvOian 
unemployment in the United 
States has fallen to the lowest 
level in nearly eight years, drop- 
ping to 6.1 per cent m June, the 
Labour Department hhs re- 
ported. 

The drop from the 63 per emit 
level in May seemed to buttress 
Reagan administration claims 
that the economy has not stalled, 
even after five years of con- 
tinuous if tepid recovery. 

Unemployment has essential- 
ly remained steady for the past 13 
months and the drop in June 
seemed to catch some economists 
off guard. The June figure, 
announced Thursday, was the 
lowest since December 1979. 

Still they believe the economy, 
at best, will continue to limp 
along and unemployment could 
rise again in the second half of 
this year. 

Employment in other than 
farm jobs grew by a di sa ppointing 
116,000 fast month, and the de- 
partment also revised this sector 
downward for May. 

♦‘Man u fac turin g looks rather 
weak," said Mr. Gilbert Benz, an 
economist for the Wall Street 
firm of A. Gary Shitting Co, 
adding: “The goods-produdng 
sector did not see much improve- 
ment.'’ 

Moreover, a Labour Depart- 
ment official said job growth in 
the service industries has slowed 
from the pace of earlier months. 

The Jnne report showed that 
7.26 million Americans were un- 
employed out of a civilian work- 
force Of 11932 millio n. 

Ms. Janet Norwood, commis- 
sioner of labour statistics, told 
Congress that the growth in the 
service industry had been 
slowing. 

’’In fact, in the last two 
months, employment in this sec- 
tor has grown at only half the rate 
registered earlier in the year,” 
she said. 

Mr. Benz said the recent im- 
provement in the U.S. trade de- 
ficit was misleading because most 
of it came in fin an rial earnings on 
American investments abroad, 
boosted by the cheaper dollar. 

The reduced value of the U.S. 
currency inflates the return on 
overseas investments when they 
are translated into dollars. 

He said the lack of improve- 
ment in the industrial sector 
eventually will be felt by dower 
gro w th in the service employ- 
ment, which linked intfirectiy to

Meanwhile, the U.S. index, of 
leafing indicators, a key baro- 
meter of future economic activ- 
ity, rose 0.7 per cent in May, 
while new orders for manufac- 
tured goods were unchanged, the 
Commerce Department has said.

Egypt expects to art budget 
deficit 

Regarding the budget, the gov- 
ernment plans to cut Egypt’s 
budget deficit by nearly $1 billion 
in the coming year thanks to the 
rise in world oil prices and a boost 
hi tourism. 

The budget for the fiscal year 
starting July 1 projects a deficit of 
4.9 bulion pounds ($7 billion) 
compared with the current deficit 
of 5.5 billion pounds ($7.9 bil- 
lion). 

The government uses a book- 
keeping exchange rate of 0.70 
pounds to the dollar compared 
with a commercial bank rate at 
around 2.2 pounds to the dollar. 

A report submitted by the 
cabinet to parliament forecast 
spending of 23.06 billion pounds 
($33 billion) and revenues of 18.2 
billion pounds ($26 billion) in the 
1987-88 fiscal year. This compares 
with spending of 20 billion 
pounds ($28.6 billion) and re- 
venues of 14.5 billion pounds 
($20.7 billion) during last year. 

The projected revenue increase 
is based on higher world oil 
prices, expected to boost net oil 
income by 5.4 per cent, and an 
increase m tourist traffic. 

Revenue from Suez Canal tolls 
was also expected to rise to 2943 
million pounds ($420 million) 
from 277.7 million pounds 
($396.7 million) fa 1986.87. 

The government left the alloca- 
tion for subsidies on basic goods 
and commodities unchanged at 
1.7 billion pounds ($2.4 billion). 
But it said it planned to ensure 
subsidised goods were made 


available only to the - poorer 
classes. 

Cairo considers raising oil 
output 

On the other hand, non-OPEC 
Egypt is considering raising its 
crude oil output, which it has 
kept at 870,000 barrels a day 
since last year, following OPECs 
decision to limit its own produc- 
tion. officials of the state-run oil 
firm said Thursday. 

The office of Oil Minister 
Abdul Hadi Kandeel denied a 
report by MENA that a rise to 
900,000 barrels per day (b/d) had 
been decided. 

Egypt has pegged its produc- 
tion at 870,000 b/d since last year, 
pledging to support efforts by the 
Organisation of Petroleum Ex- 
porting Countries (OPEC) to 
raise prices 

About one-third of Egypt's 
output is exported, half is con- 
sumed locally and the rest goes to 
foreign producers working Egyp- 
tian fields. 

Officials of the Egyptian 
General Petroleum Corporation 
(EGPC) said an increase was 
being considered following 
OPECs decision last weekend to 
limit its output with the aim of 
maintaining an $18 per barrel 
price. 

They did not elaborate and 
there was no indication Thursday 
night when a decision would be 
announced. 

Egypt raised prices of its crudes 
by 10 cents per barrel on Tues- 
day, taking its benc hmar k blends 
to $17.35 a barrel.

“You have to have change in 
modem technology to ' stay in 
business," said group owner Lord 
Stevens, chairman of United 
Newspapers Pic., after telling Ex- 
press group employees in Man- 
chester that 2,500 jobs wQl be 
lost. 

The group fired 2,000 staff last 
year. 

The Express’s celebrated black 
glass and chrome b uilding in 
Fleet Street, the first curtain- wall 
structure fa London when it was 


put up in 1931, will be sold.

RIYADH (AP) — A Saudi Ara- 
bian company announced Thurs- 
day that it is exporting 400,000 
molded-case circuit breakers to 
Britain, reflecting the increasing 
non-oil export activities of the 
Gulf kingdom. 

Saudi Arabia is the world’s 
largest exporter of etude ofl, and 
has used its petrodollar earnings 
to establish vast bases for pet- 
roleum-related industries only 
over the recent yean. 

Reports of export break- 
throughs in other products are 
still surprising for outsiders. The 
“made in Saudi Arabia” brand 
now goes from finished steel to 1 
wheat and even flowers from 1 a 
country that is still looked upon 
as one of deserts, camels ana oil 
wells. 

Middle East Circuit Breaker 
Co., a Saudi- Jordanian joint ven- 
ture that has technology under 
license from the U.S. Westing- 
house, is the latest Saudi firm to 


earn a prestigious export con- 
tract. 

Hie company announced it 
won an order to supply Simplex 
of Britain, with 400,000 circuit 
breakers. _ 

Hadeed Iron and Steel, a 
Saudi-German joint venture that 
is 95 per cent owned by the Saudi 
Baric Industries Corpror SABIC, 
exported over 230,000 tonnes of 
steel wire rod coils to the world in 
1986. 

SABIC, which is 70 per cent 
owned by the state and was estab- 
lished only a decade ago, has 
formed joint ventures with com- 1 
parries from around the world to 
produce products from Saudi 
natural gas. American firms such 
as Exxon Carp., Mobil Corp., 
Celanese, and Texas Eastern 
have formed joint venture com- 
panies. 

Mitsubishi of Japan has led a 
consortium of Japanese firms to 


produce petrochemicals. Other 
firms from Finland, Italy, Korea 
and Taiwan have also invested. 

SABIC now exports quantities 
of ethylene glycol, methanol, 
urea fertiliser, linear low density 
polyethylene, high density polye- 
thylene, me lamin e plastic and 
sulphur. In the first quarter of 
1987, SABIC reported that pro- 
fits rose 90 per cent to $27.3 
milli on on sales of $285.9 million. 
Much of this income comes from 
exports. 

Although most consumers will 
not see “made in Saudi Arabia” 
on - refined- petroleum* products, 
foe -state-owned concent*,. Petro- 
min, has built export refineries in 
joint ventures with Mobil and 
Shed. Its own Fbtromin-brand 
lubricating oil is being sold in the 
Gulf area, while the unlabeDed 
gasoline, kerosene, and other re- 
fined products are sold around 
the world. 


In the field of agriculture, 
Saudi achievements have also 
been formidable.

A NEW POSITION 
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. Korean students 
anti-government rally 


SEOUL, South. Korea (AP) — About 20,000 stu- 
dents chanted anti-government slogans Friday as 
radical leaders charged that President Chun Doo- 
Hwan does not intend to keep his promise of 
sweeping democratic reform. 


Opposition officials, mean- 
while. said the main opposition 
Reunification Democratic Party 
(RDP) would probably select its 
presidential candidate by 
September and that dissident 
Kim Dae- Jung was reconsidering 
his earlier refusal to seek the 
country’s highest post. 

The governing and opposition 
parties were forming plans Friday 
for implementation of Mr. 
Chun's promised reforms, which 
include press freedom, guaran- 
tees of basic rights, increased 
local autonomy and release of 
political prisoners. 

Authorities said the country 
was quiet Friday. But a major 
opposition group announced 
plans for a rally next week to 
demand the quick release of all 
political prisoners. 

“Down with the military dicta- 
torship" chanted the students 
from about 30 schools in the 
Seoul area as they listened to 
speeches during the rally at Yon- 
sei Univesity. 

Speakers charged that Mr. 
Chun's promises of reforms were 
intended to deceive the people 
and defuse massive anti-govern- 
ment protests that swept the 
country for IS straight days last 
month. 

Students denounced Mr. Chun, 
a former army general, and sang 
revolutionary songs as they para- 
ded around the campus shaking 
their clenched fists. 

Various fa lions at the meeting 
disagreed on how to proceed 
given the new political atmos- 
oherc. Some speeches were 


greeted with taunts and boos. 

The gathering was the first 
major political meeting since Mr. 
Chun announced Wednesday his 
acceptance of direct presidential 
elections and other sweeping re- 
forms. 

In the governing Democratic 
Justice Party (DJP), 11 task 
forces were at work developing 
plans. The party said it would 
draft a framework next week for 
a proposed constitutional amend- 
ment allowing direct presidential 
elections and would finalise its 
draft by late this month. 

The National Coalition for a 
Democratic Constitution, the 
opposition alliance that started 
the protests, announced it would 
hold a rally next week to urge the 
government to quickly release all 
political prisoner. 

Officials said courts had begun 
releasing defendants currently on 
trial in political cases by granting 
suspended sentences, dismissing 
charges or other means. At least 
400 people are reportedly now on 
trial on political charges. 

Justice Ministry officials have 
said they will release about 1,100 
political prisoners, and only those 
convicted of treason or other 
serious charges would have to 
serve our their sentences. But 
some opposition leaders have put 
the total number of political de- 
tainees as high as 3,000 and have 
questioned the government's fi- 
gures. 

Minister of Culture and in- 
formation Lee Woong-Hee said it 
might take "some time" for the 
government to grant amnesty to 


Kim Dae-Jung because of the 
large number of pending cases 
involving amnesty and restora- 
tion of civil rights. 

Aides of Kim Dae-Jung said he 
might reconsider his plans to seek 
the party’s presidential nomina- 
tion when it selects a candidate, 
probably in September after the 
constitution is revised. 

Kim Dae-Jung said Friday that 
he was not seeking the nomina- 
tion, bnt his denial was softer 
than in the past and he said up to 
500 supporters were calling him 
daily to plead that he change his 

min d. 

“For now, 1 have no intention 
of becoming a presidential candi- 
date," be said. 

A run for the presidency by 
Kim Dae-Jung would lead to a 
clash with party chief Kim 
Young-Sam, who is expected to 
seek die party's candidacy. The 
two men, who have been rivals in 
the past, have pledged to work 
together. 

"It is not time to talk about 
(the presidential candidacy), 
Kim Young-Sam told the Associ- 
ated Press cm Friday. “It is im- 
portant now to think about what 
we can do for the realisation of 
democracy " 

Kim Dae-Jung, an adviser to 
the main opposition party, RDP, 
is banned from political activity 
under a suspended 20-year prison 
sentence on charges of instigating 
an anti-government uprising in 
1980 in the southern city of 
Kwangju. 

The two Kims ‘agreed to meet 
Saturday to work out a common 
position for the talks with the 
government. The two were ex- 
pected to dfeMKs differences over 
a proposal by Kim Dae-Jung for 
an interim cabinet to supervise 
implementation of the reforms. 


Nazi war criminal Karl 
Lisinas dies in prison 


MOSCOW (R) — Convicted 
Nazi war criminal Karl Lumas, 
who was deported from the Un- 
ited Slates to the Soviet Union in 
Aoril, has died in hospital follow- 
ing surgery, the Soviet News 
Agency TASS reported. 

TASS said Linnas died on 
heart failure after two operations 
since he was moved last month to 
a Leningrad prison hospital from 
jail ir. the Estonian capital of 
Tallinn. 

It said Soviet doctors had disc- 
overed he was suffering from a 
serious illness after his deporta- 
tion from the United States on 
April 20. but gave no details. 

Linnas. 67. had been sentenced 
to death in his absence by a 
Soviet court in 1962 for involve- 
ment in murdering more than 
12,000 people while serving as 


commandant of a death camp in 
the Estonian city of Tartu during 
World War H. 

He had appealed to the Soviet 
authorities for a pardon after 
being flown to Tallinn from the 
United States, where he had lived 
since 1951. 

Linnas was extradited to the 
Soviet Union after the U.S. sup- 
reme court refused to grant hima 
stay of deportation in a 6-3 vote. 
The Soviet Union, which has no 
stay of limitation on war crimes, 
had long sought his extradition.

Lianas 
was accused by the U.S. Justice 
Department of having ordered 
the extermination of men.

Minister: 
Canada will 
no longer 
be U.S. 
‘protectorate’ 

1QALUIT, Northwest Territories 
(AP) — The Canadian defence 
minister has said after a tour of 
the nation's far north that his 
plans for an Arctic military buil- 
dup win help end Canada’s status 
as a U.S. “protectorate.” 

Perrin Beatty also said that 
Washington, after some early 
questioning of Canada’s decision 
to deploy its own nuclear-po- 
wered submarines, has sounded 
more positive about the plan and 
may be willing to help. He men- 
tioned submarine officer training. 

“One thing we would want to 
discuss with the United States is 
military cooperation program- 
mes, such as officer exchange 
programmes, Mr. Beatty said m 
an interview. 

In addition, he said, U.S.- 
manufactured vessels remain a 
possibility although Canadian in- 
terest thus Ear has focused on 
buying cheaper British or French 
nuclear submarines. 

“We don’t rale oat any poten- 
tial supplier," he said. 

Mr. Beatty's department issued 
a “white paper” last month out- 
lining a new defence policy cen- 
tred on acquisition of 10 to 12 
nuclear-powered submarines that 
would give Canada the capability 
to patrol under the ice in its 
Arctic seas. 

The programme would cost an 
estimated S5 to $6 billion. The 
American dollar is worth about 
1.33 Canadian dollars. 

U.S. defence officials initially 
questioned the need for such 
Canadian vessels and suggested 
the plan was designed more as a 
symbolic Canadian move in a 
simmering dispute with the Un- 
ited States over the Northwest 
passage. 

The United States refuses to 
recognise Canadian sovereignty 
over the ooean-to-ocean water- 
way, which threads through 
Canada’s Arctic islands and is 
navigable for a short time in 
summer. 

Mr. Beatty said in the inter- 
view, aboard his official plane 
heading south over Baffin Is- 
land's snowy tundra, that 
Washington now appears to have 
accepted the Arctic plan. 

The 37-year-old defence chief 
spoke at the end of a four-day 
tour of Arctic military facilities 
during which he repeatedly in- 
volved one theme: No one should 
question Canadian sovereignty 
over all the sparsely populated 
Arctic islands and waterways. 

The sovereignty issue, a sensi- 
tive point among Canadians, 
flared anew two years ago when a 
U.S. Coast Guard icebreaker 
traversed the Northwest Passage 
without asking Canada's permis- 
sion. 


Soviet 
Far East 
commander 
becomes 
air defence 
chief 

MOSCOW (AP) — The general 
believed to be in charge in the 
Soviet Far JEast when a Korean 
airliner was shot down in 1983 
was identified as the new chief of 
Soviet Air Defence Forces. 

Thursday’s edition of the De- 
fence Ministry newspaper Kras- 
naya Zvevda identified him as 
Gen. Ivan Tretyak, 64. 

He replaces chief Marshal Ale- 
xander I. Koldunov, who was 
fired after a West German teen- 
ager flew a small plane from 
Finl and to Moscow and landed on 
Red Square. 

The May 28 flight of 19-year- 
old Mathias Rust precipitated 
harsh criticism from the ruling 
politburo and a broad sbakeup in 
military ranks that included the 
replacement of the defence 
minister. 

The flight was a dear embar- 
rassment to the Kremlin lead- 
ership, which has long vaunted 
the Soviet military’s ability to 
detect any kind of aircraft trying 
to penetrate Soviet skies. 

Krasnaya Zvevda said Gen. 
Tretyak spoke to top Communist 
Party members among the air 
defence troops about strengthen- 
ing military preparedness. The 
meeting touched on the “reliable 
defence of state borders," the 
paper said. 

It did not say when or where 
Gen. Tretyak spoke. 

Gen. Tretyak was named com- 
mander of the Far Eastern milit- 
ary district in May 1976. Western 
military attaches in Moscow said 
he was apparently still in that post 
in 1983 when a Soviet fighter shot 
down a Korean Air Lines Jumbo 
Jet that strayed into Soviet airs- 
pace. 

All 269 people aboard the 
Boeing 747 died in the Sept. 1, 
1983, incident. 

One military attache said Gen. 
Tretyak would have borne ulti- 
mate responsibility for actions of 
troops under his command, but 
that be did not necessarily play 
any part in the decision to fire on 
the jetliner. 

“We really don’t know who 
authorised the Soviet pilot to pull 
the trigger,” the attache said, 
speaking on condition he not be 
identified by name. 

The attache said that little was 
known about Gen. Tretyak, but 
his post as commander in the 
Soviet Far East would indicate 
tbnr ne was greatly trusted in 
Moscow. 

The Far Eastern Command, 
whose headquarters axe in the 
Pacific port of Vladivostok, in- 
cludes some of the largest and 
most sensitive Soviet defence in- 
stallations. 

Defence attaches said it is not 
clear when Gen. Tretyak had left 
the Far Eastern Command what 
his most recent post had been. 
They said he had recently been 
working in Moscow. 


18 illegal aliens die in 
U.S. train boxcar 


DALLAS (R) — The boxcar in 
which 18 illegal aliens from Mex- 
ico died in 120-degree F (50- 
degree C) heat had been sidet- 
racked because of mechanical 
problems, the U.S. border patrol 
said Friday. 

One man survived by using an 
iron spike to punch a bole in the 
floor to breath through but all of 
his companions were asphyxiated. 

Bolder patrol agents are look- 
ing for a man believed to have 
locked the aliens in on 
Wednesday. 

The bodies were found early 
Thursday by border patrol agents 
in the sealed boxcar in the west 
Texas town of Sierra Blanca. . 

Spokesman Michael Williams 
saief by telephone from El Paso 
there was evidence of heal coo- 
vu Isons, adding that many of the 
bodies' were discoloured and blo- 


ated and that “there was a lot of 
blood about.

Taiwan approves end to 
38-year-old martial law 


TAIPEI (R) — Taiwan’s cabinet 
has approved an end to 38 years 
of martial law and Friday sent the 
proposal to parliament for en- 
dorsement. 

Prime Minister Yu Kno-Hua in 
a statement described the end of 
martial law as “an epoch-making 
event in our march towards con- 
stitutional democracy." 

Friday's statement follows the 
approval by parliament on June 
23 of a proposed national security 
law as a replacement for martial 
law. the statement said. 

It said the iiftixigaf martial law 
has agreed upon Thursday night 
at an emergency meeting. The 
cabinet also approved imple- 
mentation rules of the new secur- 
ity law. 

The prime minister quoted 
President Chiang Ching-Kuo’s re- 
marks on June 24 that the ter- 
mination of martial Jaw would 
ensure that Taiwan would march 
into “a new era.” 

“The country will inarch to- 
wards a more democratic, freer, 
more prosperous and more prog- 
ressive society,” the- president 
said. 

Opposition members of parlia- 
ment have welcomed the prop- 
osed lifting of martial law but 


opposed the introduction of the 
new security law, which they cal- 
led martial law in another guise. 

They said the new law would 
force future political parties to 
renounce Communism and swear 
allegiance to the island’s constitu- 
tion. 

Mr. Yu defended the National 
Security Law and said the lifting 
of martial law meant the govern- 
ment and people throughout the 
island could apply a democratic 
system to meet challenges. 

“But foe lifting does not mean 
the threat against our country no 
longer exists,” Mr. You said, 
adding, “our enemy may under- 
estimate our strength and in- 
crease their separatism, subver- 
sion and infiltration against us.” 

Martial law has been in force 
since 1949 when Kuomintang 
(Nationalist) forces retreated to 
Taiwan after their defeat by 
Co mmunis ts in the Chinese civil 
war. 

Mr. Yu said martial law had 
provided national security, stabil- 
ity, economic progress and 
prosper i ty to Taiwan and its peo- 
ple for the past 38 years. 

He called on people to give 
their full support to the new 
security law. 


Haiti government backs 
down from election control 


PORT-AU-PRINCE (R) — 
Haiti's government backed down 
after nationwide riots in which 12 
people here reported killed and 
rescinded an electoral decree 
which had prompted a general 
strike. 

An official statement read out 
over national television Thursday 
evening gave no reasons for res- 
cinding the decree, which was 
issued 10 days ago and gave the 
government partial control of up- 
coming local and presidential 
elections. 

The decree had taken some 
responsibility away from an inde-- 
pendent Electoral Council and 
provoked what diplomats said 
was the most serious political, 
crisis since former dictator Jean 


Claude Duvalier fled the country 
in February 1986. 

The statement also said Minis- 
ter of Information Jacques Lottie 
had resigned. Mr. Lome caused a 
storm last week when he told a 
news conference, “whether the 
decree is unconstitutional or not 
does not concern us.” 

Mr. Lottie's letter of resignation, 
addressed to Interim President 
Lieutenant General Henri Nam- 
phy, said, “I thought and I still 
think that the decree was in har- 
mony with the constitution... 
such a decision was rejected by 
the people.” 

He said he was resigning “to 
help you in the solution of this 
national crisis.” 


Protests, violence continue in Panama 


PANAMA CITY (R) — Rock- 
throwing students clashed with 
riot police outside Panama's 
national university as protests 
against the military-dominated 
government continued here for 
the second straight day. 

Scores of students began erect- 
ing makeshift barricades to halt 
traffic at a key intersection out- 
side the campus early Thursday 
morning. 

Heavily-armed riot police 
waited for two hours before mov- 
ing in to dismantle the barricades. 

Most of the students fled onto 
the campus on sight of the police, 
who fired on them from a dis- 
tance with repeated volleys or 
birds hot. 

A spokesman at the university 
clinic said at least seven students 
were injured by the birdshot but 
none seriously. 

The protests followed the lift- 


ing of Panama's nationwide state 
of emergency on Tuesday. 

The same day emergency rale 
was lifted a mob of government 
supporters attacked U.S. di- 
plomatic buildings here, includ- 
ing the embassy and consulate in 
the downtown area. 

Foreign Minister Jorge Abadia 
Arias apologised for the attacks 
at a news conference here Thurs- 
day and said the government 
would pay for all damages to U.S. 
government offices. 

In a conciliatory statement, 
Mr. Abadia referred to the U.S. 
as a friend and “historial partner 
of P anama .” 

The protesters who attacked 
the embassy were demonstrating 
against last Friday’s resolution in 
the U.S. Senate calling for the 
(Mister of Panama’s military chief 
and de facto ruler, Gen. Manuel 


Antonio Noriega. 

In other developments Thurs- 
day, thousands of Panamanians 
poured into the streets to wave 
white handkerchiefs, sound their 
car horns or bang pots and pans 
from their apartment balconies as 
a sign of discontent with the 
government 

In the city's banking district the 
pro-government groups also set 
fire to a two-story bunding hous- 
ing a department store and 
Jaguar automobile dealership, 
both belonging to the director of 
Panama's opposition newspaper 
La Prensa, witnesses said. 

The U.S. government agency 
that Operates the P anama mnal 
reassured shipowners Thursday 
that the strategic waterway has 
not been affected by continuing 
unrest in Pa n ama, inclu ding anti- 
government riots last month. 


5 Nicaraguan opposition leaders jailed 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua (AP) — 
A police magistrate sentenced 
five opposition politicians to six 
months in prison without giving 
them a trial, another government 
opponent said. 

Virgilio Godoy, president of 
the Independent Liberal Party, 
said in an interview he got word 
of the sentencing from one of the 
prisoners. Horado Rojas, a party 
leader in the town of Boaco, 74 
kilometres east of Managua, 
where a series of disturbances 
occurred last month. 

Godoy said that Rojas told him 
a police magistrate in Boaco sent- 
enced the five while they were in 
the Zona Franca Prison, on the 
outskirts of Managua. 

“They were sentenced in 
Boaco, but they were jailed here, 
and there was no trial,” Godoy 


said. “This is not a regime of 
rights we are living under. It a 
regime of deeds, where arbitrary 
acts are the norm.” 

He said that Rojas told him the 
five prisoners would be transfer- 
red to a jail in Juigalpa, 100 
kilometres east of Managua, to 
serve their sentences there. 

When asked, for comment. In- 
terior Ministry Spokeswoman 
Marta Arroyo claimed she had no 
information on the case, other 
than that the five men were still in 
prison. 

The leftist Sandinista govern- 
ment has wide powers of search 
and arrest under a 1982 national 
emergency law imposed to help 
it fight U.S.-supported contra re- 
bels. 

The other four opposition lead- 
ers sentenced were identified as 


Efrain Salinas of the Social 
Christian Party, Francisco 
Almanza and Antonio Gomez of 
the Independent Liberal Party, 
and Mario Sequeira of the Popu- 
lar Social Christian Party. 

The five men were arrested 
after 1,000 demonstrators seized 
the Red Cross office in Boaco on 
June 19 to demand that army 
reserve conscripts not be sent to 
war zones. 

In a communique issued a few 
days later, the Interior Ministry 
accused the five men of 
the demonstration. 

Joaquin Mejia, an Independent 
Liberal legislator in the National 
Assembly, said more than 200 
members of his party have been 
detained for up to two years in 
Sandinista jails without trial-

But when asked if they shared any light moments 
tinring their 90- min ute discussion of world issues, Mr. Carter 
volunteered, “we both have had grandchildren born recently.” 
Mr. Carter said his own newest grandchild, Jeremy, was born 
June 23. “And the general secretary had a granddaughter born 
recently, I think his second grandchild,” Mr. Carter said. The 
Gorbachevs’ first granddaughter, Oksana, has been photo- 
graphed with her grandmother Raisa and mother, Irina, at 
holiday events on Red Square. Oksana appears to be about 7 
years old. Irina is the Gorbachevs’ only child. 

Soviet test-tube babies ‘doing well 9 

MOSCOW (R) — The first Soviet test-tube baby was bom just 
over a year ago and is doing well, together with four other babies 
conceived outside their mother’s wombs, the Moscow newspaper 
Leninskoye Znamye has reported. The newspaper said a “psycho- 
logical barrier” among certain health care officials about the 
artificial conception technique had prevented Soviet doctors from 
pursuing research in the late 1970s as the first test-tube babies 
were born in the West. Dr. Boris Leonov, head of a Moscow- 
based research centre, pioneered the technique on a young 
woman previously declared sterile who gave birth to a daughter, 
Lena, lak year. Three more test-tube babies have since been bom 
in Moscow and one in Leningrad, the newspaper said. 

Prisoner throws shoes at judge 

DHAKA (R) — A 24-year-old man threw his shoes at the judge 
who had just sentenced him to life in prison for throwing nitric 
arid on a neighbour in a property feud, Bangladesh police has 
said. They said the judge at a court near D haka came under attack 
as soon as he passed sentence on Ripon Sarker.

Czech police raid punk wedding 

VIENNA, Austria (AP) — A Czechoslovak court sentenced two 
youths to prison and gave two others suspended sentences on 
charges arising from a police raid on a punk wedding, a 
Czechoslovak human rights group has said. VONS, the Commit- 
tee for the Defence of the Unjustly Accused, said the four were 
convicted and sentenced on June 29 by a Hradec Kralove district 
court of disturbing the peace and assault on a public official. 
Hradec Kralove is about 250 kilometres north east of Prague. 
VONS, which is closely associated with Charter 77, the Soviet 
Bloc’s senior independent human rights monitoring organisation, 
said Roman Suba and Milan Supola received prison terms of 10 
months and eight months respectively. Vit- Tichy and Kamil 
Petrovicky were given suspended sentences said VONS, in a 
statement phoned from London.
